"tV>Howlng the first repulse by the 


Belgians, the enemy 
brought up 
nenty guns from the direction of Ma- 
Itnes and concentrated their fire on 
the (Belgian infantry, occupying the 
first defense lines. 
In the face of 


this artillery attack the 
defenders 


found It impossible to hold this line 
without losses incommensurate with 
any advantage to be gained. Conse- 
quently they retired in good order 
with reduced forces. 


"The Belgians fell back and are 


now holding a front which the ene- 
my so far has been unable to pierce. 
The flooding of the 
surrounding 


country is the hardest obstacle in 
the way of the Germans. 
In Ant- 


werp some excitement was caused by 
the news of the German advance. 


"The Germans made further at- 
tacks on the Belgian lines 
Friday 


night and Saturday morning pushing 
on Urge bodies of troops near the 
northeast. Both attacks were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses, by the Ant- 
werp forts. 
The German object was 


evidently to force a passage of the 
Neihe. 
"So far as cah be learned the Ger- 


mans are unable to employ any of 
their heaviest siege guns against 
Antwerp, the greatest calibre 
used 


being the 28 centimetres. 


"Llerre has mlso been the subject 


of a determined German attack with 
a bombardment from three sides. The 
Belgians defeated this by making a 
sortie which took the Germans by 
surprise.

There is as yet no official confir- 


mation of the transfer of the Belgian 
seat of government which would be 
the second move since the opening 
of the war, but an Amsterdam paper 
states that such a decision was taken 
today and an Ostend dispatch says 
that some of the ministers have al- 
ready arrived there 


Besides the British official report, 


records show that the Germans have 
pushed

against the stout resistance of the 


Antwerp garrison. 


This of course does not mean that 


the fortress has fallen or is about to 
fall, for the garrison 
behind 
the 


ring of forts, is still able to put up 
a hard fight against the further ad- 
vance of the invaders. 
It probably 


does mean, however, that 
the big 


German guns are now in such .posi- 
tions that they are able to reach the 
city itself with 
their shells. The

was found that German spies have 
been all through the district on pre- 
vious days, mapping out the exact 
location of all Belgium's defenses.

As a result of the German accuracy 
in their shell fire the Belgians were 
compelled to withdraw their advanc- 
ed positions to trenches five hundred 
yards back.

Press who has just managed to leave 
Antwerp after a week of the closest 
survey of the battlefield, telegraphs 
from The Hague, under date of Mon- 
day afternoon as followsr 


"This is the sixth day of the siege 


of Antwerp and tlie Belgian army is 
fighting with rer-kles* courage. The 
government officers openly declared 
that they expected a bombardment of 
the city by the middle of the week, 
but they were re solved, to resist to 
the last though they feared that this 
meant the destni'tion of the greater 
part of the city. 


"As a precaution the boilers of all 


the German ship, in Antwerp have 
been exploded so as to prevent the 
use of the Scheldt and Antwerp as 
a German base. 
The detonation of 


the 
bursting 
boilers, 
resounding 


through the city .<et the excited Sun- 
day crowd very near to a panic. 


"The people generally are order- 


ly and keeping ui> 
a 
cheerful 
de- 


meanor. 
They are taking care of 


the* endless strf-ain of refugees com- 
ing in from four score of villages lo- 
cated 
between 
Antwerp and 
the 


forts. 
The siegp of Antwerp started 


Sept. 28 with a lierce bombardment 
of the town of Maltnes. where the 
ancient church \\.is severely damag- 


ed. 
Next day the town of Lierre 


was bombarded and here, too, the 
church was destroyed. 
In this at- 


tack seven citizens were killed and 
three were wounded. 
The town was 


hastily evacuated by the population 
but in the evening the Belgian in- 
fantry arrived, entrenched itself, and 
at last accounts still held the city. 


"The next day the village of Duf- 


fel was bombarded and here the tall 
factory chimneys offered an excel- 
lent target. 


"The population fled to Antwerp, 


leaving behind 
several' dead 
and 


wounded. 


"Antwerp is defended by a circle 


of fortifications of which the most 
important are situated between the 
rivers 
Xethe, 
Ruppel 
and 
the 


Scheldt. The Germans evidently de- 
cided to force their 
way 
through 


this section because 
after 
taking 


Duffel, they attacked this semi-cir- 
cle of forts with their heavy artil- 
lery. 
The retreating Belgian army 


destroyed the 
bridges

Nethe. 


"The Germans spent Saturday try- 


ing to ford the river Nethe under 
cover of the terrific artillery fire. 


"King Albert, the equal of any sol- 


dier in his devotion to duty, daily 
exposes himself to personal danger. 
The queen is devoting her time to 
the hospitals."
